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FOREWORD 


In  1777  a bright  young  man  of  twenty  entered  the  employ  of  the 
Kaiser liche-K dnigliche  Hofbibliothek  in  Vienna.  He  had  a pleasing  personality,  a 
natural  inclination  toward  books  and  learning,  and  a thorough  training  as  a 
graphic  artist.  He  had  studied  drawing  and  engraving  at  the  Vienna  Academy 
under  Jakob  Schmutzer.  While  there,  at  the  age  of  eighteen,  he  had  copied  the  whole 
series  of  commemorative  medals  struck  in  gold  or  silver  by  the  command  of  the 
Empress  Maria  Theresa.  This  series  of  drawings  had  attracted  favorable  attention 
at  court  and  had  in  fact  gained  him  the  appointment  at  the  court  library.  During 
his  life  he  made  more  than  five  hundred  engravings,  etchings,  aquatints  (and 
possibly  a few  unrecorded  lithographs),  as  listed  in  the  catalog  compiled  by  his 
son.  Most  of  his  prints  were  reproductive — copies  of  old  prints  and  of  drawings  by 
Rembrandt  and  other  artists — but  he  executed  several  portraits  from  life,  notably 
one  of  the  Prince  de  Ligne  and  a charming  self-portrait  at  the  age  of  twenty-eight 
years.  He  was  by  no  means  a great  artist,  but  he  was  a competent  technician,  and  he 
wrote  an  authoritative  book  on  technique  and  print  lore,  Anleitung  zur 
Kupferstichkunde  (1821),  at  the  end  of  his  life. 

All  of  this,  however,  is  rather  irrelevant  to  the  present  theme.  He  began  as 
a Scriptor  or  cataloger  of  books  at  the  Hofbibliothek.  His  strong  inclination 
toward  the  graphic  arts  was  eventually  recognized,  and  in  1781  he  was  transferred 
to  the  department  of  prints.  He  soon  was  sent  to  Paris  and  Holland  for  further 
study  and  was  even  allowed  to  purchase  prints.  In  1791  he  was  promoted  to  the 
post  of  Inspector  and  began  the  complete  reorganization  of  all  the  graphic 
collections  housed  in  the  department,  a task  which  kept  him  busy  for  the  next 
twenty  years.  There  was  one  particularly  large  and  important  collection  which 
had  belonged  to  the  romantic  Prince  Eugene  of  Savoy  and  which  had  been  acquired 
by  the  imperial  family  in  1838,  two  years  after  the  Prince’s  death.  It  was  a fabulous 
collection  of  prints,  one  of  the  most  famous  in  Europe  for  scope,  completeness, 
and  quality  of  impressions.  The  Prince,  himself  a veritable  connoisseur  of  the 
arts  in  spite  of  his  devotion  to  military  pursuits,  also  had  had  the  advice  and 
cooperation  of  the  Mariette  family,  chiefly  Pierre  Jean  Mariette,  the  renowned 
print  dealer  and  scholar.  After  its  acquisition.  Prince  Eugene’s  collection  had 
languished  for  want  of  proper  care,  but  now  it  was  in  able  hands.  The  new  curator 
put  it  all  in  order  and  kept  it  in  good  shape.  In  1812  the  Court  rewarded  his 
services  with  knighthood,  and  in  1816  elevated  him  to  the  rank  of  Hofrat  and 
appointed  him  Chief  Custodian  of  the  Imperial  Library.  He  devoted  the  last  five 
years  of  his  life,  before  his  death  in  1821  at  the  age  of  sixty-four,  to  the  enhancement 
and  care  of  the  graphic  collections. 
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The  man  was  Adam  von  Baftsch.  That  his  name  has  become  a byword  among 
print  collectors  and  scholars  is  due  to  the  monumental  catalog  he  compiled,  namely 
Le  Peintre-Graveur  in  twenty-one  volumes  (Vienna,  1803-21).  It  was  based  entirely 
on  the  holdings  of  the  imperial  collection,  as  he  related  in  his  introducation  to  the 
first  volume:  “C’est  dans  la  riche  collection  de  la  bibliotheque  imperiale  et 
royale  de  la  cour  que  nous  avons  puise  les  materiaux  de  notre  ouvrage.” 

But  it  was  considerably  more  than  a routine  catalog  of  a rich  collection.  It  was  the 
first  systematic  catalog,  or  catalogue  raisonne,  attempting  to  describe  accurately 
the  complete  oeuvre  of  the  important  artist-engravers  of  the  fifteenth,  sixteenth, 
and  seventeenth  centuries,  grouped  by  national  schools.  All  in  all,  the  complete 
works  of  640  artists  were  listed,  of  which  about  200  were  anonymous  or  known 
by  monogram  only.  The  oeuvre  catalog  in  each  case  was  preceded  by  biographical 
and  critical  notes;  furthermore,  deceptive  copies  of  individual  prints  were  described 
by  diagrams  in  an  appendix.  Some  reproductive  engravings  (for  instance 
Marcantonio  Raimondi  and  his  school)  were  included  in  the  roster,  but  the 
emphasis  was  in  general  on  original  works  of  engraving  and  etching.  The  French 
school  (for  instance.  Duvet,  Callot,  or  Claude  Gellee)  was  not  included,  however, 
perhaps  because  he  never  got  around  to  it,  since  he  died  in  1821,  the  year  that  his 
last  volume  appeared.  It  was,  of  course,  inevitable  in  such  a pioneering  opus 
that  mistakes  of  attribution  or  omission  would  occur.  Nevertheless,  it  was  the 
beginning,  and  scholars  have  been  engaged  in  adding  and  correcting  ever  since. 

It  is  amazing  how  comprehensive  his  survey  actually  was.  It  is  still  in  use  for 
reference  today.  For  example,  a specific  print  such  as  Durer’s  engraving  Virgin  and 
Child  with  the  Monkey  can  be  located  and  pinpointed  from  among  the  artist’s 
other  engravings  of  similar  subject  matter  by  a reference  to  Bartsch  number  42. 

Any  print  can  be  recognized  or  recorded  simply  by  referring  to  its  Bartsch  number. 
Adam  von  Bartsch  will  always  be  remembered  as  the  titular  father  or  patron 
saint  of  print  catalogers. 

I have  expatiated  on  the  Peintre-Graveur — possibly  at  undue  length — because 
it  can  be  regarded  as  the  prototype  of  two  useful  classes  of  reference  works.  In  one 
direction  it  pointed  the  way  toward  the  catalogue  raisonne  in  its  perfection:  the 
authoritative  monograph  on  the  graphic  oeuvre  of  one  artist,  reproducing  every 
print  and  every  state,  and  including  an  account  of  states  and  techniques,  as  well  as 
critical  and  biographical  notes,  and  a census  of  extant  examples.  Scholarship  has 
carried  this  idea  to  great  lengths  during  the  present  century.  The  other  notion 
inherent  in  the  Peintre-Graveur  is  the  inventory  of  possessions,  I’inventaire  du 
fonds,  the  catalogs  issued  by  museums  and  libraries  on  their  holdings  in  various 
special  fields.  Because  those  areas  of  subject  matter  have  not  been  fully  explored 
by  specialists  and  art  historians,  the  information  offered  is  valuable  and  becomes 
doubly  so  in  view  of  its  paucity.  Such  catalogs  are  the  foundations  for  future 
research,  the  stepping  stones  toward  the  authoritative  and  exhaustive  treatment  of 
the  theme  ultimately  to  be  made.  Meanwhile  they  serve  as  a mine  of  bibliographical 
and  iconographical  data  for  print  collectors  and  scholars  everywhere. 

Let  me  cite  at  random  a few  such  inventories,  to  give  some  idea  of  their 
scope  and  usefulness.  Both  the  British  Museum  in  London  and  the  Bibliotheque 
Nationale  in  Paris  have  issued  many  such  works.  The  former  brought  out  a Catalogue 
of  Political  and  Personal  Satires  in  the  British  Museum,  originally  compiled  by 
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F.  G.  Stephens  (Vols.  I-IV,  1870-83),  and  continued  by  Mary  Dorothy  George 
(Vols.  V-XI,  1935-55).  It  is  about  the  only  reference  book  on  the  subject. 

Campbell  Dodgson’s  Catalogue  of  Early  German  and  Flemish  Woodcuts  in  the 
British  Museum  (2  vols.,  1903,  191 1)  is  still  used  today  because  of  the  author’s 
great  erudition.  A.  M.  Hind’s  Catalogue  of  Early  Italian  Engravings  in  the 
British  Museum  (2  vols,  1910)  was  indispensable  until  it  was  superseded  by  his 
more  comprehensive  multivolume  opus  of  1938-48,  covering  collections  in  many 
countries.  In  addition  to  many  other  studies  of  its  holdings,  the  Bibliotheque 
Nationale  has  launched  a most  ambitious  program  of  documenting  its  vast  collection 
of  French  prints,  the  Inventaire  du  fonds  frangais,  devoting,  up  to  the  present, 
two  volumes  to  the  engravers  of  the  sixteenth  century,  four  volumes  to  those  of  the 
seventeenth  century,  nine  volumes  to  those  of  the  eighteenth  century,  and  fourteen 
volumes  to  the  printmakers  after  1800.  It  is  still  in  progress. 

Other  similar  projects  could  be  mentioned,  again  at  random.  The 
publications  of  the  Graphische  Gesellschaft  in  Berlin  and  of  Paul  Heitz  in 
Strassburg,  1898-1942,  often  contain  inventories  of  public  collections  on  special 
subjects.  A recent  commendable  enterprise  has  produced  catalogs  of  fifteenth- 
century  woodcuts  and  engravings  in  the  National  Gallery  in  Washington, 
learnedly  annotated  by  Richard  S.  Field  and  Allan  Shestack,  respectively. 

Additional  volumes  are  promised.  Outside  the  domain  of  fifteenth-century  art  one 
might  cite  the  several  catalogs  (four  volumes)  of  maps  and  atlases  in  the  Library 
of  Congress,  compiled  by  P.  Lee  Phillips.  This  is  a specialty  that  cries  for  a Bartsch 
to  survey  in  its  entirety.  Prints  of  ornament  and  architecture  likewise  comprise 
a section  that  calls  for  documentation  and  amplification.  Meanwhile  scholars  must 
be  satisfied  with  the  Katalog  der  Ornamentstiche  in  der  Sammlung  der  Staatliche 
Kunstbibliothek,  Berlin  (1936).  Another  relatively  undocumented  field  is  that  of 
Ukiyoye  prints,  where  a museum  inventory,  such  as  Laurence  Binyon’s  Catalogue  of 
Japanese  and  Chinese  Prints  in  the  British  Museum  (1916)  is  still  very  useful. 

Perhaps  the  most  unknown  and  uncharted  area  in  print  history  is  American 
graphic  art.  One  wonders  why  the  subject  has  been  so  neglected  by  scholars. 
Nineteenth-century  American  graphic  art,  for  example,  is  by  no  means  inferior  to 
other  national  schools  (such  as  German,  Italian,  Dutch,  Russian,  and  Scandinavian) 
during  the  same  period,  except  that  of  France  and  possibly  England  in  the  first 
quarter  of  the  century.  Beyond  the  works  of  Stauffer,  Fielding,  and  Peters,  there 
has  been  little  effort  to  map  the  full  extent  of  American  printmaking.  Similarly, 
there  has  been  little  attempt  to  assess  its  merit  in  comparison  with  other  schools. 

One  cannot,  of  course,  make  a value  judgment  until  one  knows  just  what  there  is 
to  value.  There  are  indications,  however,  of  a growing  interest  in  American 
printmaking.  The  New  York  Public  Library  in  various  publications  has  touched 
upon  the  subject.  Its  catalog,  for  example,  of  American  Historical  Prints,  Early  Views 
of  American  Cities  from  the  Stokes  and  Other  collections  in  the  New  York  Public 
Library  (1933)  localizes  for  that  institution  what  I.  N.  Phelps  Stokes  has  treated 
more  broadly  in  his  monumental  Iconography  of  Manhattan  Island. 

Sinclair  Hamilton’s  catalog  of  early  American  book  illustrators  and  wood 
engravers,  1670-1870,  in  the  Princeton  University  Library  (2  vols.,  1958,  1968),  and 
Nicholas  Wainright’s  survey  of  lithographic  views  of  Philadelphia,  published 
by  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania  in  1958  (but  listing  other  Philadelphia 
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sources  besides  the  Society’s  own  holdings)  are  diverse  steps ‘in  the  right  direction. 

But  there  is  still  much  research  to  be  done.  One  welcomes  with  great  enthusiasm, 
therefore,  the  publication  of  this  Catalog  of  American  Prints  in  the  Library  of 
Congress.  It  reveals,  intelligently  and  accurately,  some  of  the  resources  of  the 
greatest  repository  of  American  prints  in  the  country.  It  is  bound  to  stimulate  and 
facilitate  scholarly  research  throughout  our  land.  Print  lovers  should  again  be 
grateful  to  Adam  von  Bartsch  for  another  catalog  inspired  by  his  illustrious  example.

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INTRODUCTION 


The  Library  of  Congress  found  itself  concerned  with  the  fine  arts  early  in  its  history, 
when  the  library  of  Thomas  Jefferson  was  purchased  in  1815  to  replace  the  books  lost 
during  the  War  of  1812.  Jefferson’s  interest  in  architecture  and  the  arts  is  well  known, 
and  his  collection  reflected  the  breadth  of  intellectual  concerns  one  would  expect  of 
a well-traveled  and  cultured  man. 

Thereafter,  prints  and  other  pictures  came  to  the  Library  and,  after  the  mid-nine- 
teenth century,  in  increasing  numbers.  Some  were  presented  to  the  nation,  some  were 
purchased  in  1867  as  part  of  a collection  desired  primarily  for  its  books  and  other 
library  materials,  and  some  arrived  as  copyright  deposits  when  this  function  was 
centered  in  the  Library  of  Congress  by  legislation  of  1865  and  1870.  Thus,  the  early 
growth  of  the  picture  collections  in  the  Library  followed  no  plan  or  pattern  but 
proceeded  from  the  initiative  of  persons  outside  the  Library  staff. 

By  the  late  1880’s  the  Library  had  outgrown  its  rooms  in  the  Capitol  Building  and 
work  was  begun  on  a new  Library  building  across  the  street.  In  1897,  when  the  new 
building  was  occupied  and  the  collections  were  surveyed,  the  number  of  prints  had 
reached  the  staggering  total  of  54,236  items.  They  were  increasing  at  the  rate  of  1 1,000 
pictures  annually. 

A “Department  of  Graphic  Arts”  was  designated  in  the  Report  of  the  Librarian  for 
1897,  although  the  name  was  soon  shortened  to  “Art  Department”  in  the  first  of  a 
series  of  rechristenings.  The  widow  of  Gardiner  Greene  Hubbard,  business  executive 
and  ex-Congressman,  presented  her  husband’s  collection  to  the  Library  and  stipulated 
that  the  Librarian  appoint  a Superintendent  of  an  art  gallery  to  be  designed  to 
house  the  excellent  works  by  Diirer,  Mantegna,  Rembrandt,  and  other  master  print- 
makers  in  the  Hubbard  Collection.  Moreover,  upon  her  death  in  1909,  a bequest  from 
Mrs.  Hubbard  established  a fund  to  provide  an  annual  income  which  could  be  used 
for  the  purchase  of  prints  for  the  Library. 

The  Hubbard  Fund  arrived  at  the  right  time.  To  expand  the  new  collection  it  was 
necessary  to  acquire  prints  from  all  countries  of  the  world.  Copyright  receipts  were  not 
helpful  in  this  respect,  and  indeed  they  had  long  since  ceased  to  provide  many  prints 
of  artistic  interest.  In  the  nineteenth  century,  it  was  common  for  all  prints — whether 
intended  for  the  connoisseur  or  the  general  public — to  be  deposited;  by  the  end  of 
the  century,  this  practice  was  generally  limited  to  prints  intended  for  wide  sale,  as 
well  as  photographs  and  reproductions.  As  a result,  it  became  necessary  for  the  Library 
to  rely  on  purchase  funds  and  on  gifts  from  sympathetic  artists  and  collectors  to 
increase  its  holdings  of  fine  prints,  a situation  that  still  exists  today. 

It  is  fascinating  to  trace  the  changes  in  taste  over  fhe  period  of  the  two  centuries 
encompassed  by  the  Library’s  holdings  of  American  prints  acquired  from  these  different 
sources.  The  detailed  catalog  which  follows,  listing  all  but  the  commercial  American 
prints  in  the  collections,  should  help  to  make  this  resource  more  easily  accessible  to 
scholars  and  artists.  A few  remarks  about  the  scope  of  the  works  represented  may 
whet  the  appetite  of  readers. 
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Until  the  time  of  the  Centennial-Exposition  in  Philadelphia  in  1876,  printmaking 
was  an  occasional  diversion  for  the  serious  artist  in  America.  Bass  Otis,  Benjamin  West 
(who,  in  fact,  did  his  lithographs  in  England),  and  the  Peales  made  prints,  as  did 
painter-illustrators  like  Winslow  Homer.  In  1877,  however,  there  arose  a group  of 
artists,  devoted  to  the  production  of  etchings,  who  were  successful  in  reaching  the  art- 
buying public.  Clubs  of  etchers  and  widely  advertised  editions  of  prints  became 
common  phenomena  in  the  1880’s  and  1890’s.  Meanwhile,  artists  abroad  were  becoming 
increasingly  interested  in  printmaking  as  a medium  of  direct  expression;  Whistler, 

Otto  Bacher,  Frank  Duveneck,  and  Joseph  Pennell  were  among  the  most  prolific  and 
inventive  of  American  expatriates. 

These  two  groups  of  printmakers  provided  direction  and  tutelage  for  the  next 
generation  of  American  artists.  The  various  federal  art  projects  of  the  1930’s  and  the 
teaching  of  Stanley  William  Hayter  in  the  1940’s  are  among  other  forces  that  have 
made  printmaking  a vital  art  in  this  country.  Today,  although  the  aesthetic  and 
technical  climate  of  printmaking  has  undergone  a revolution,  the  graphic  arts  remain 
a primary  means  of  expression  for  artists  in  the  United  States. 

The  development  of  the  Library’s  collection  of  prints  reflects  this  change  of  interest, 
for  it  is  precisely  when  the  graphic  arts  became  a direct  outlet  for  creative  expression 
that  the  active  interest  in  improving  the  collection  of  fine  prints  arose. 

With  the  provision  of  purchase  funds,  the  establishment  of  an  art  gallery,  and  the 
allocation  of  staff,  the  work  of  organizing  the  graphic  arts  collections  began  in  earnest. 
The  catalog  of  the  Hubbard  Collection,  compiled  by  Arthur  J.  Parsons,  was  published 
in  1905.  Subsequent  chiefs  of  the  Fine  Arts  Division,  as  it  came  to  be  called, 
continued  to  put  the  collections  in  order.  Other  gifts  were  received,  notably  those 
from  George  Lothrop  Bradley  and  Charles  L.  Freer,  and  the  Carnegie  Corporation 
provided  funds  for  a Chair  of  Fine  Arts  to  support  a competent  specialist. 

The  Hubbard,  Bradley,  and  Freer  collections  provided  a solid  basis  of  old  master 
prints;  copyright  receipts,  other  gifts,  and  purchases  with  the  Hubbard  Fund  brought 
newer  prints  into  the  Library.  Finally,  the  Pennell  Collection  and  the  Pennell  Fund 
received  in  the  1930’s  made  a significant  contribution  for  the  collection  of  important 
modern  prints. 

As  the  work  of  building  and  organizing  the  collections  progressed,  frequent  public 
exhibitions  in  the  1920’s  made  the  world  aware  of  the  Library’s  interest  in  fine 
printmaking.  As  a result,  when  Joseph  Pennell  returned  to  the  United  States  from  his 
years  abroad  he  became  aware  of  the  activities  of  the  Library  of  Congress.  Pennell 
had  already  made  important  gifts  to  the  New  York  Public  Library;  now  he  decided 
to  become  a benefactor  of  the  Library  of  Congress. 

He  provided  that  his  estate — including  his  own  prints  and  drawings,  his  collection 
of  works  by  Whistler,  his  books  and  papers,  and  his  prints  by  important  nineteenth- 
and  twentieth-century  artists — should  go  to  the  Library,  along  with  a substantial 
endowment  for  the  continuing  purchase  of  prints  of  the  highest  quality,  executed  in 
the  last  hundred  years  by  artists  of  all  nationalities.  Mrs.  Pennell  had  the  use  of 
Pennell’s  estate  for  her  lifetime,  but  after  her  death  in  1936  the  Library  received  the 
Pennell  Collection  and  Fund  and  entered  its  present  stage  of  activity. 

Mr.  Pennell’s  will  provided  that  a committee,  composed  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fine 
Arts  Division  (today  called  the  Prints  and  Photographs  Division)  and  two  artists — an 
etcher  and  a lithographer  of  note — should  be  appointed  to  recommend  prints  for  the 
collection.  The  artists  were  to  be  selected  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Directors 
of  the  National  Art  Gallery,  since  re-named  the  National  Collection  of  Fine  Arts,  and 
the  Corcoran  Gallery  of  Art — at  that  time  the  two  major  institutions  in  Washington 
which  were  active  in  the  fine  arts. 
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Accordingly,  a committee  composed  of  Dr.  Leicester  B.  Holland  (then  Chief  of  the 
Division),  John  Taylor  Arms,  and  Stow  Wengenroth  was  appointed,  and  purchases 
began  for  the  Pennell  Collection.  Since  that  time.  Miss  Alice  Lee  Parker,  and,  later, 
Edgar  Breitenbach,  have  served  as  the  Library’s  ex  officio  members,  and  Arthur 
William  Heintzelman,  Benton  Spruance,  Fritz  Eichenberg,  Rudy  Pozzatti,  and  Gabor 
Peterdi  have  served  various  terms  with  great  distinction  and  dedication  as  successive 
artist  members.  There  has  always  been  an  attempt  to  bring  into  the  committee 
artists  well  acquainted  with  contemporary  printmaking  in  all  its  variety  and  also 
aware  of  the  necessity  for  the  Library  to  acquire  work  of  every  style,  provided 
the  work  is  of  sufficient  quality  to  merit  future  attention. 

In  order  to  give  the  committee  a chance  to  see  other  prints  than  might  be  found  in 
commercial  galleries  or  offered  by  artists  themselves,  the  Library  began  its  series  of 
National  Exhibitions  of  Prints  in  1941.  The  work  of  a broad  cross-section  of  American 
printmakers  has  been  shown  in  the  twenty  National  Exhibitions  held  since  then,  and 
a number  of  excellent  prints,  frequently  by  young  or  little-known  artists,  have  been 
purchased  with  Pennell  funds  from  the  entries  to  the  exhibitions. 

Apart  from  exhibitions  at  the  Brooklyn  Museum,  started  by  the  Society  of  American 
Etchers,  there  were  no  other  exhibitions  of  this  kind  in  the  1940’s;  until  the  present 
decade,  the  National  Exhibition  of  Prints  was  a most  important  event  for  American 
printmakers.  Today,  more  opportunities  have  become  available  to  the  younger 
printmaker,  and  more  national  competitions  are  held;  as  a result,  the  National 
Exhibition  of  Prints  has  become  a biennial  event,  but  it  remains  a great  public 
attraction  and  a worth-while  showcase  both  for  the  unknown  printmaker  and  for 
artists  of  established  reputation.  Each  show  is  sent  on  tour  to  other  museums  fc:  a 
year  or  two  after  it  closes  at  the  Library  of  Congress. 

There  were  some  advantages  in  the  Library’s  haphazard  and  comprehensive 
collecting  activity  of  fifty  years  ago  witff  respect  to  the  graphic  arts.  Many  prints  were 
acquired  which,  because  they  no  longer  appeal  to  current  taste,  the  Library  would 
probably  not  acquire,  even  if  they  were  on  the  market,  but  which  are  precious  records 
of  our  aesthetic  development.  Here  can  be  seen  the  changing  preoccupations  of  artists 
and  the  growth  of  technical  ability.  Few  museums  are  willing  or  able  to  document 
this  as  thoroughly  as  the  Library  of  Congress. 

This  is  the  broad  base  of  the  Library’s  collection  of  prints,  but  obviously  it  does  not 
explain  the  presence  of  the  many  prints  of  extraordinary  quality  and  interest.  A few 
of  these  came  in  as  copyright  deposits  or  with  large  gifts,  but  the  many  gaps  which 
remained  in  the  collections  have  been  filled,  and  still  are  being  filled,  by  the  thoughtful 
application  of  purchase  funds,  and  by  the  exploration  of  other  means  of  acquisition. 
Such  masterpieces  as  Josef  Albers’  early  self-portrait,  or  the  very  scarce  engravings 
of  the  twelve  months  by  Elias  Holl,  the  Younger,  could  not  have  been  acquired  (as 
they  were  recently)  without  the  alert  activity  of  the  Library’s  specialists,  the  availability 
of  purchase  funds,  the  active  solicitation  of  gifts,  and  occasional  exchanges  of 
duplicates  with  other  institutions. 

The  full  scope  of  the  Library’s  holdings  in  the  graphic  arts  became  clear  in  the 
1940’s  when  a reorganization  of  the  Library  brought  together  all  pictorial  work, 
artistic  or  documentary,  into  a “Prints  and  Photographs  Division.’’  In  the  1960’s  the 
motion  picture  collection  was  transferred  to  this  division,  which  has  prints, 
drawings,  photographs,  and  posters  in  its  custody,  and  the  staff  has  been  enlarged 
to  bring  the  pictures  into  better  order,  to  improve  the  physical  condition  of  the 
collections,  and  to  provide  more  adequate  public  service. 

In  this  perspective,  the  collections  of  the  Prints  and  Photographs  Division  of  the 
Library  of  Congress  can  be  seen  to  have  a unique  character.  Many  of  the  prints  and 
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drawings  are  of  museum  quality.  The  groups  of  posters  and  cartoons  are  unequaled,  at 
least  in  American  institutions. 

Along  with  these  artistic  treasures  are  such  documentary  works  as  the  immense 
Farm  Security  Administration  photograph  files,  the  photographic  portraits  and  Civil 
War  pictures  of  Brady  and  his  company,  the  Historic  American  Buildings  Survey,  and 
the  copyright  deposits  of  lithographs  by  such  printers  as  Currier  and  Ives. 

The  Library  of  Congress,  then,  treats  the  graphic  arts  as  a resource  as  rich  and 
diversified  as  the  book.  It  collects  work  of  artistic  merit  and  historical  content  with 
equal  enthusiasm.  It  preserves  the  records  of  ordinary  men  and  the  highest 
achievements  of  genius.  And,  through  its  collections,  it  tries  to  provide  the  world  of 
scholars  and  graphic  artists  with  material  of  authenticity  and  quality. 

This  combination  of  active  and  passive  collecting  is  reflected  in  this  catalog,  which 
is  the  first  published  record  of  the  Library’s  holdings  of  prints  by  American  artists. 

Here  will  be  found  the  undoubted  masterpieces  as  well  as  prints  by  artists  now  utterly 
forgotten.  In  the  catalog,  the  reader  will  find  nearly  complete,  or  extensive,  collections 
of  prints  by  such  artists  as  Whistler,  Pennell,  John  Sloan,  John  Taylor  Arms,  and 
Ernest  Haskell,  along  with  large  groups  of  prints  by  George  Bellows,  Arthur  B.  Davies, 
Mary  Cassatt,  Childe  Hassam,  and  Reginald  Marsh,  to  name  a few  artists  from  the 
past.  Some  printmakers  are  represented  by  a single  print  or  by  a few  examples;  often 
these  are  rarities,  as  in  the  case  of  John  Singer  Sargent,  Paul  Revere,  or  Charles 
Sheeler;  in  other  cases  this  represents  an  omission  which  the  Library  is  trying  to 
correct. 

At  an  early  stage  of  planning  this  publication  it  was  proposed  that  this  should  be  a 
selective  list,  comprising  those  works  which  retain  their  significance  as  art  objects 
today.  But  since  this  would  have  produced  a catalog  within  the  capability  of  a dozen 
American  museums,  it  was  decided  to  compile  this  more  comprehensive  list — even 
at  the  risk  of  swamping  the  Library’s  more  precious  and  highly  regarded  prints  beneath 
the  mass  of  other  pictures — so  as  to  provide  an  unparalleled  record  of  one  aspect  of 
the  history  of  American  art. 

Even  so,  certain  exclusions  became  necessary.  This  book  does  not  include  such  prints 
as  those  by  Currier  and  Ives  and  the  other  commercial  publishers  who  aimed  primarily 
at  a popular  market.  It  omits  all  reproductive  prints,  prints  intended  primarily  as 
book  or  magazine  illustrations  (unless  they  were  also  issued  as  separate  prints),  and  it 
excludes  posters  and  other  advertising  prints.  The  user  of  this  catalog  should  keep 
in  mind  that  many  artists  listed  here  are  also  represented  in  the  Library  by  works 
in  one  of  these  excluded  categories. 

Considering  the  history  of  printmaking  in  the  United  States,  it  will  be  seen  that  by 
these  omissions  this  catalog  is  less  than  a comprehensive  reflection  of  our  graphic 
arts  past  in  all  its  variety,  and  gives  an  incomplete  impression  of  the  scope  of  the 
American  print  collections  of  the  Library  of  Congress.  The  book,  with  entries  for 
about  1,250  artists,  includes  approximately  12,000  prints,  arranged  alphabetically  by 
artist’s  name,  and,  if  an  artist  is  represented  by  more  than  one  print,  by  title  of  the 
print.  Wherever  possible,  the  title  used  is  that  on  the  print  itself;  otherwise  a title  is 
supplied  either  from  a published  listing  of  the  artist’s  work  or  by  the  cataloger. 

The  catalog  contains  virtually  no  prints  acquired  after  1966,  when  the  typing  of  the 
final  manuscript  commenced.  And,  as  noted  above,  no  book  illustrations  as  such  are 
included,  although  many  portfolios,  containing  a minimum  of  text  or  none  at  all, 
and  many  separate  prints,  which  were  also  used  as  illustrations,  are  listed. 

Wherever  possible  a short  biography  has  been  provided,  following  the  artist’s  name; 
this  is  not  intended  to  substitute  for  the  more  extensive  biographical  data  provided 
in  the  reference  works  cited,  but  to  help  the  reader  identify  the  printmaker  in  question, 
to  provide  a useful  chronological  or  geographical  locator,  and  to  suggest  a source  for 
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a fuller  biography.  The  bibliography  also  provides  a list  of  the  oeuvre  catalogs,  on 
which  many  of  the  entries  are  based,  and  monographs  used  by  the  catalogers  in  the 
preparation  of  entries.  An  index  is  provided,  listing  geographical  and  proper  names, 
titles  of  literary  works  to  which  prints  refer,  and  the  titles  of  series  of  prints  listed 
under  the  artist’s  name. 

The  catalog  is  the  accretion  of  many  years’  work,  by  different  hands.  It  has  been 
brought  up  to  date  and  amended  as  much  as  possible,  but  inevitable  omissions  and 
errors  are  likely  to  be  revealed  as  the  catalog  is  used.  The  Prints  and  Photographs 
Division  will  be  glad  to  have  the  help  of  alert  readers  in  suggesting  corrections  and 
will  be  pleased  to  receive  any  documented  information  that  will  lead  to  the 
revision  of  the  book. 

In  conclusion,  tribute  should  be  paid  to  the  staff  of  the  Prints  and  Photographs 
Division  who  have  devoted  their  time  and  effort  to  this  project.  Miss  Alice  Lee  Parker, 
formerly  Assistant  Chief  of  the  Division,  did  much  of  the  original  cataloging.  Mrs. 
Jeanne  Tifft  did  the  preparatory  work  and  began  the  final  cataloging.  The  major  share 
of  this  work  was  borne  by  Mrs.  Karen  Beall,  who  for  part  of  the  time  was  assisted 
by  Mrs.  Mary  T.  Rudy  and  Mrs.  Gail  S.  Shulman.  The  arduous  tasks  of  giving  the 
manuscript  formal  consistency  and  of  typing  it  were  shared  by  Miss  Noemi  Galvan  and 
Robert  E.  Jordan.  The  divisional  secretaries,  Mrs.  Lenore  G.  Gift  and  Mrs.  Margie 
Ruth  Lee,  also  assisted  with  the  typing.  Edgar  Breitenbach,  Chief  of  the  Division, 
provided  editorial  direction,  checked  the  manuscript  for  errors,  and  prepared  the 
subject  index  which  will  add  considerably  to  the  usefulness  of  the  book.  The  staff  of 
The  Johns  Hopkins  Press,  particularly  Mrs.  Nancy  M.  Gallienne,  John  Gallman, 
Edward  King,  and  Richard  E.  Shaw,  have  been  of  the  greatest  assistance  in  the 
publication  of  this  book.  And  finally,  the  Library  is  grateful  to  the  Ford  Foundation 
for  providing  funds  to  make  this  publication  possible.

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A NOTE  ON 

THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  CATALOG 


The  names  of  the  artists  of  the  prints  included  are  arranged  in  alphabetical  order. 
Following  the  artist’s  name  is  a brief  biographical  note  intended  merely  to  assist  in  the 
identification  of  the  printmaker.  This  is  followed  by  abbreviated  titles  of  reference 
works  in  which  more  biographical  information  may  be  obtained. 

After  the  biography,  the  prints  by  an  artist  are  listed  alphabetically  by  title. 
Whenever  available,  the  title  given  is  that  used  by  the  artist;  otherwise,  titles  have 
been  supplied  from  published  reference  works,  dealers’  invoices,  notes  made  on  the 
print  (or  its  mat)  at  the  time  it  was  originally  cataloged,  or — as  a last  resort — by  the 
cataloger.  Invented  supplied  titles  of  this  kind  are  usually  descriptive  in  character. 
All  supplied  titles  and  all  facts  of  publication  not  found  on  the  print  itself  are 
enclosed  in  square  brackets. 

Following  the  title  of  the  print,  the  date  of  execution  is  given  whenever  it  can  be 
determined.  An  attempt  has  been  made  to  check  dates  with  living  artists  when  suitable 
evidence  could  not  be  found  otherwise,  and  any  information  received  in  this  way  has 
been  included.  Since  approximately  half  of  the  artists  contacted  did  not  reply,  many  of 
the  dates  are  necessarily  vague  or  omitted. 

Following  the  date,  the  place  of  publication,  printer,  and  date  of  publication 
(if  different  from  the  date  of  execution)  are  given  when  relevant.  This  is  followed 
by  the  medium,  expressed  as  exactly  as  possible. 

The  measurements  of  the  prints  are  given  in  centimeters  (exact  to  the  nearest 
millimeter),  height  preceding  width.  Intaglio  prints  (engravings,  etchings,  aquatints, 
drypoints)  are  measured  from  edge  to  edge  of  the  plate  mark.  Relief  prints  (woodcuts, 
linocuts,  wood  engravings)  are  measured  in  terms  of  the  image  at  its  widest  point  in 
each  dimension.  When  some  irregularity  exists,  this  is  explained  in  parentheses 
following  the  measurements. 

Series  notes  and  analytical  notes  follow  the  dimensions,  in  parentheses  if  given  by 
the  artist  and  in  square  brackets  if  supplied  from  another  source. 

The  identification  of  a print  in  oeuvre  catalogs  and  checklists  is  given  whenever 
available.  These  citations  are  given  in  abbreviated  form;  the  full  citation  is  given  in 
the  bibliography. 

The  notes  (describing  states,  editions,  signatures,  collector’s  marks,  blind  stamps) 
and  "contents”  lists,  along  with  the  source  from  which  the  print  was  obtained,  are  at 
the  end  of  the  entries  when  applicable.  The  edition  note  varies  somewhat.  At  best 
it  would  read  3/50,  meaning  that  this  impression  was  the  third  pulled  in  an  edition 
of  fifty.  Often  only  the  total  number  pulled  is  known,  resulting  in  a note:  Edition 
of  25.  The  artist  occasionally  assigns  a number  to  the  print:  No.  17.  This  is  transcribed 
but  does  not  necessarily  refer  to  the  edition.  Other  notes  explain  themselves 
adequately.  When  no  source  is  given,  the  print  was  acquired  with  regular  Library 
purchase  funds.
